The set of four stamps will go 
on sale on May 17, opening day of the 
Convention and will continue on sale 
through May 31. The 10 centavo for 
ordinary postage will portray the figure 
of an Oklahoma Indian praying to the 
sun. The three airmail stamps will all 
portray the Ponca City monument to the 
women colonizers of the state or the 
figure on the monument. This will be 
the first time that a foreign country has 
issued stamps to honor an American phi- 
latelic convention.

Bishop, Calif., may dedicate on 
June 4, and Milton, W. Va., expects to 
dedicate its port on the same day as the 
first flight of the experimental airmail 
pickup on A. M. No. 1002. Sioux City, 
Iowa has postponed its dedication until 
sometime in June. This information from

Chinese Constitution Series 





The postal service of the Nationalist 
government of China planned to issue on 
April 15, a series of stamps to com- 
memorate the sesquicentennial of the 
Constitution of the United States. The 
stamps will portray Dr. Sun Yat Sen and 
George Washington. Denominations not 
reported.

Argentina ‘‘Fonopost”’ 





The Argentine postal service planned 
to demonstrate at the Buenos Aires U. 
P. U. Congress a new experimental cor- 
respondence service known as “Fonopost” 
by which voice recordings may be sent 
by mail. The post office will install 
booths where the sender may speak into 
a microphone and record his voice on an 
unbreakable record which weighs 20 
grams and is 20 centimeters in diameter. 
About 200 words can be recorded on one 
record and the disc played on any phono- 
graph. The record is mailed in a special 
envelope, the total charge including the 
postage being 1 peso to any point in 
Argentine, 1.25 pesos to other countries 
of the Spanish-American Postal Union, 
and 1.50 pesos to Europe. 

To extend this service, the post office 
intends to arrange it so that the sender 
may record from his home by telephone, 
the recording to be made and mailed 
from a central booth, the charges being 
added to the sender’s telephone bill. The 
“Fonopost” is the invention of Samuel 
Fuchs, an official of the Argentine postal 
service.

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AUSTRALASIAN NOTES

AUSTRALIA 


The Duke of Kent, the youngest broth- 
er of King George VI, is due to arrive in 
Australia early in November to take up 
the duties of Governor General. The 
Duchess and their two children will ac- 
company him. The Postmaster General’s 
Department is giving serious considera- 
tion to the issuance of a series of stamps 
in honor of the Royal Governor. It is 
likely that a set of stamps (2d. & 3d.) 
portraying the Duke and Duchess will be 
issued. 





The 2/- denomination which is to 
complete the new regular series is still 
not on issue and its design is still a 
mystery. 





The 1/4 magenta value of the new se- 
ries portraying King George VI is likely 
to become a scarce stamp. This de- 
nomination is used almost entirely on 
telegram forms. The interstate rate for 
telegrams not exceeding 16 words was 
1/4, but March 1 a new flat rate for 
telegrams of 1/- per 12 words was intro- 
duced and consequently the 1/4 stamp 
may be allowed to die a natural death. 
Rumors to that effect have caused fran- 
tic searches to be made for used supplies 
of the stamp with the result that already 
it cannot be obtained anywhere for be- 
low three-quarters its face value. Of 
course this panic may be groundless for 
the stamp may continue in existence but 
this is not certain. 





Another value of the new series which 
is still equally scarce is the 5d. purple 
showing a merino ram. This stamp was 
issued on December Ist, but is still not 
available at most post offices pending 
the exhaustion of stocks of the K.G.V. 
stamps of the same denomination. 


GILBERT & ELLice ISLANDS 


The new pictorial stamps for this col- 
ony are undoubtedly the finest of the new 
reign. Both the designs and the produc- 
tion leave nothing to be desired and it 
may be noted at this stage that no less 
than three firms of engravers collaborated 
in the production of the stamps. The 
I4d., 2d., and 2/6 (perf. 11x11) are 
the work of Messrs. Bradbury, Wilkinson 
& Co.; the 1d., 5d., 6d., 2/- and 5/- (perf. 
1214) are products of Waterlow & Sons, 
and the remaining values (114d., 24%d., 
3d. and 1/- perf. 1344) are from De La 
Rue. The designs, which are different 
for each denomination, include in each 
instance a vignette of K.G.VI. on the 
right-hand side and the remainder of the 
space is devoted to a different subject to 
native life. 





One glimpse at the designs brings home 
the fact that the Gilbert & Ellice Islands 
are mere specks of land in a vast sea,

for with the exception of two stamps all 
include the inevitable marine background. 





The Ellice archipelago, most southerly 
of the two, has been British since 1892. 
It consists of scattered groups of atolls 
and islands extending more than 300 
miles. The natives have nearly all been 
Christianized and are employed mainly 
on the cultivation and production of 
copra. The total area of the group is 
estimated at only 14 sq. miles with a 
population of 4000. 





The Gilbert Islands have a total of 166 
square miles with a population of about 
30,000. They were proclaimed a pro- 
tectorate in 1892 and annexed by Gt. 
Britain in 1915. 





Ocean Island, the center of the Gilbert 
group, is the most important because of 
its phosphate deposits and has a white 
population of nearly 150, which together 
with the 100 other Europeans scattered 
over the remainder of the group, make 
up the entire white population. 





Postal use is quite insignificant and 
used stamps are generally scarcer than 
mint. The distances between the islands 
and the haphazard connections make the 
whole postal organization somewhat 
primitive and unreliable. 





In conclusion it might be mentioned 
that the heavy rainfall and high temper- 
ature render the islands unsuitable for 
white settlement.

Editor’s Notebook 


From Newark, N. J., 
comes a publicity release 
headed “An Outstanding Rarity of 20th 
Century U. S. Stamps.” A full page of 
typewritten matter tells of possession of 
a full sheeet of 400 of the 2c 1926-27 
rotary press type II (Scott’s No. 634b). 
This stamp, in case you have forgotten, 
was never regularly issued at either 
Agency or post offices in this form and 
never in larger pieces than in panes of 
100, so the possessor of this sheet has the 
hitherto unobtainable gutter blocks. The 
“rarity” (of which photo was sent in the 
mistaken belief we would rush into 
print) is the center gutter block of 16. 
There is no doubt the piece is rare for 
we know of no other but then there are 
a lot of things that are rare but not de- 
sirably so. Rare or not, we question if

stamps and is not really printer’s waste 
or proofs?

N’S WEEKLY STAMP 


Noticeable in the photo is the lack of 
creases in the block. The question is 
immediately raised as to how such a sheet 
came into private hands. Mr. Harry Ci- 
tret, present possessor, upon being asked 
this, at first declined and then stated he 
did not know how this sheet got out. 
Yet, in the publicity release accompany- 
ing the photo, we are told “In June, 
1929, there came into the possession of 
a collector .. .” Mr. Citret knows when 
the sheet got out and who got it, but he 
doesn’t know how! 

Further, Mr. Citret says these are 
stamps. Since he also implies that these 
never were issued at a post office, what 
proof is there that this sheet is a sheet 
of postage stamps? By all time honored 
definitions, and from the above state- 
ments, the weight of evidence is that 
these are not postage stamps at all, but 
either printer’s waste, proofs or speci- 
mens. They may look like stamps, but 
under the circumstances, it’s up to him 
to prove it. The same is true of most 
other “errors” reported of U. S. in recent 
years. The hesitant manner in which the 
history is told of each, makes mandatory 
a suspicious attitude by collectors. We 
are told that certain so-called experts 
have examined this or that new “find” 
(were they ever lost?) and pronounced 
them genuine. Genuine what? 

Much of the doubt cast on the 6c air- 
mails part perf. was caused by knowledge 
that items of high philatelic value had 
trickled into private hands upon pay- 
ment of trivial sums. Owners of sup- 
posedly rare errors increase the suspicion 
by their evident reluctance to tell when, 
where and from whom they obtained 
their errors—and this in a hobby where 
all such statistics are taken as a matter 
of course. Certainly a most suspicious 
lack of frankness. 

We’re rather fed up on reports of finds 
of this or that error “found in a post 
office west of Cleveland.” Considering 
there are U. S. post offices scattered as 
far as 6,000 miles in that direction, the 
smoke-screen sounds decidedly silly. 
Where most folk would rush to admit 
they were the fortunate finders, here we 
see these people hiding under the cloak 
of anonymity and geographical vague- 
ness. To quote one: “Please do not print 
or publish my name, as I want my name 
and that of the P. O. withheld for the 
time being.” Why? 

Not one of the varieties touted as 
“error,” reported the past few months, 
should be given catalog status until it is 
publicly stated at what post office (if 
indeed any!) they were sold; the date of 
sale; and by whom purchased and these 
statements should be checked for verifi- 
cation. If those simple facts aren’t forth- 
coming, then relegate the stuff to some 
place of obscurity such as “Tentative 
Listings.” Certainly their owners would 
have no grounds for complaint.

The Ohio collector (for some unknown 
reason desiring to remain anonymous) 
who found the 7c McKinley imperforate 
horizontally reports that in all there were 
24 pairs and two blocks in the find. 
These included the pairs being offered by 
a Detroit dealer as well as the Mint 
Sheet Brokerage. 


Bruce Wilder Saville, sculptor of the 
monument at Fallen Timbers State Park 
near Toledo, Ohio, died at Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, on Feb. 27. The monument 
was depicted on the 2c stamp issued in 
1929 to commemorate the completion of 
a proper memorial to the decisive battle 
fought there in 1794 between federals 
and militia and allied Indians. Saville 
was a former head of the department of 
sculpture at Ohio State University, and 
made various monuments, among them 
one on the Ohio State Capitol grounds. 
Mr. Saville’s autograph is a familiar one 
on blocks of the 2c stamp, as at the time 
the stamp was being issued the collecting 
of autographs on covers had reached its 
height. 





A peculiar variety on the Ic 1922 
type sidewise coil (No. 597) is reported 
by R. F. Molitor of Cleveland. The 
stamp has under the N of CENT a dent 
in the bottom outer frame line which has 
the appearance of an inverted V in the 
otherwise straight line. Readily notice- 
able with the naked eye after once seen. 
Position and plate number unknown. 





The April National Geographic on page 
463 carries an excellent photo of Henry 
Hudson’s Half Moon as shown on the 2c 
Hudson-Fulton stamp of 1909. The flags, 
sail, etc., are in same position as on the 
stamp view. The article about the famous 
explorer is also good reading on the back- 
ground of the tercentenary celebration. 





It’s TEN sheets of the 10c Special 
Delivery part perforate error instead of 
just one, R. E. Boody, Stamp Editor of 
the Oakland Tribune reports as of March 
28. The original story stated that one 
lone sheet had been bought by a non- 
collector at the Oakland post office. 
Where the other nine were, or why their 
existence was not mentioned before is not 
explained. One dealer who bought one of 
the sheets set a value of $5,000 on it. 
All told, 100 horizontal pairs imperf be- 
tween can exist from the quantity so 
far reported, but previous sales of simi- 
lar varieties have indicated $500 a pair 
about double prices of similar varieties 
found in equal quantity. 





Some of the first day cover services 
slipped up on the 2c Adams new style 
Electric Eye. Some collectors report 
they received copies on covers with at- 
tached sheet margin having vertical 
dashes. Since the stamps with those 





dashes are identical with the old style, 
these “first day” covers were meaning- 
less. Only stamps with the horizontal 
dashes at left or with the plate number 
would be identifiable as the new style 
when used as singles. 





The U. S. airmail stamped envelopes 
are supposed to be issued only on white 
paper. The grade used is the govern- 
ment’s “extra quality.” C. E. Barr of 
McKees Rocks reports he has one of the 
6c stamps cut square having paper “a 
deep cream, almost yellow.” Since this 
is a cut square the most likely reason 
for the color of the paper is that the 
envelope was among others soaked to 
remove the stamps and coloring matter 
from the others tinted this cut square— 
a common occurrence. 





Readers interested in methods of the 
postal service in the early 1830’s should 
write F. Howard Armer of Ballston Spa, 
N. Y. Mr. Armer has a book containing 
much detail of the period on the country 
in general. He asks for stamped reply 
card or envelope and would appreciate 
R. P. O. cancels on your letter. 





The State of Ohio recently cancelled 
a contract of a Toledo meat packing 
firm to supply the state’s various institu- 
tions with 80,000 pounds of meat, when 
it was found the meat already delivered 
bore faked federal inspection stamps. An 
investigation is still under way. The 
“stamps,” however, won’t bother phil- 
ately as they are simply rubber-stamped 
impressions directly on the meat (and 
to try to keep them on cover would 
necessitate a refrigerator!). 





A copy of the 3c Virgin Islands with 
double paper was reported found by 
Frank J. Woolfenden of Royal Oak, 
Mich. The variety is described in 
Chambers Stamp Journal as having been 
discovered when some stamps were be- 
ing soaked from paper. These are va- 
rieties well worth looking for, but fre- 
quently not detected by stamp collectors 
as they are usually not readily notice- 





able. Double paper results from a break 
in the paper roll when stamps are being 
printed; the break being pasted together 
and under the pressure and dampness 
both layers are almost fused into one, 
making the stamps at this point appear 
thicker. 





The postmaster at Fort Myers, Fia., 
in error cancelled his first flight cover of 
A. M. 31 on July 16, 1937, with a can- 
cellation containing the year date in- 
verted, reports F. Albion Young. (Ed- 
itor’s Note: Before we are deluged with 
reports of inverted dates, we mention 
that it is unusual to see them on such an 
occasion, but that this error frequently 
occurs on regular mail as the dates are 
on slugs inserted in the cancellation die 
and are easily placed inverted if the 
clerk is not careful.) 





A variety of the 2c 1890 is reported by 
J. E. Blair of Dormont, Pa.: “On going 
over an accumulation of No. 220 I have 
found what I believe to be a plate 
variety. In the upper portion of the dark 
shading of the shoulder I have found a 
stamp with a light portion appearing in 
three or four of the lines. I wonder if 
anyone else has turned up similar vari- 
eties?” 





C. Dale Badgeley designed the 3c New 
York World’s Fair commemorative stamp. 
Edward M. Weeks engraved the die. 





50,000,000 was the initial printing or- 
der for the Washington Inaugural com- 
memorative 3c to be issued April 30. 
Alvin R. Meissner designed this stamp. 
In engraving the die, J. Eissler engraved 
the vignette and E. M. Hall the letter- 
ing. 





The 3c Constitution stamp of 1937 
(Signing scene) is reported by Wade 
Calavan of Sumner, Wash., as having 
perforations so misplaced that the per- 
foration was outside the plate number— 
no perforation being between the plate 
number and adjoining stamp. Mr. Cala- 
van says the perforations are so far off 
that they could be trimmed without 
touching the number. Freak perforation 
varieties like these are occasionally 
found, but not being classed as errors 
their value is usually not over 50c per 
item at the most.

Stuyvesant in turn was 
forced to surrender to the English in 
1664 but after living abroad for a while 
returned to live on a farm where the

The Stamp Club; Its Organization and 
Management by L. W. Perkins, 126 pages 
514x814 bound in blue cloth, price $1.00 
of the publisher, H. L. Lindquist, 2 West 
46th St., New York City. While the title 
does not indicate it, this book is for the 
guidance and information of sponsors or 
would-be sponsors of junior stamp clubs. 
While much of the contents deal with 
setting up the club and its successful 
operation with juniors as officers and 
members, there are many _ chapters 
whose advice could be helpful to sen- 
ior clubs, particularly those on proper 
conduct of business and programs. 
The booklet cannot fail to be of assist- 
ance to sponsors of junior clubs. The 
author has had much practical experi- 
ence with these clubs and the results 
are given in detail.
